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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Firstly, during examination, claims are given the 
broadest reasonable interpretation consistent with the specification but limitations in the specification are not read into the claims. For 
the instant applications, the claimed invention is to reduce the "power level of an optical signal propagating in an optical transmission 
line" in response to the absence of a "counter-propagating supervisory signal". While Maddocks clearly discloses that the signal 
propagates from left to right in fiber 5 and a supervisory signal counter-propagating from right to left in optical fiber 6. Mandocks further 
discloses detecting loss (column 2, Jines 63-67 and column 3, lines 1-15) of a supervisory signal counter-propagating in an optical fiber 
path (the drawing, optical fiber 6) at a first network element (the drawing, unit 2) reducing the power level (column 3, lines 7-12) of an 
optical signal propagating in an optical transmission line (the drawing, optical fiber 5) in response to the absence of a counter- 
propagating supervisory signal (column 3, lines 6-12). Therefore, Maddocks anticipates the claimed inventions. Secondly, propagating 
bi-direction signal in a single optical fiber is well known in the art. For example, the secondary reference Boden discloses that optical 
signals can be propagate in an optical fiber in bi-direction (fig. 3). Furthermore, sending a supervisory signal in a counter-propagation 
direction in an optical fiber is well known in the art. For example, the secondary reference Rowley teaches to send supervisory signal in 
counter-propagation direction (fig. 2) in the very same fiber. Therefore, the present rejection still stands. 
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
